This visit for the Secretary of the Treasury and the Senior Advisor to the President 
was announced at a time when comparable hotels had no availability for the same 
time frame. 

5. A demonstration that the proposed contractor’s unique qualifications or the 
nature of the acquisition requires use of the authority cited. 

The Embassy has worked with Burj Rafal Hotel Riyadh previously which hosted the 
Senior Advisor to the President and the Secretary of the Treasury in October of 2018. 
The location, security features, and availability of the hotel are the primary driving 
force for this acquisition. The Burj Rafal had enough rooms to accommodate special 
security requirements, and also provided a competitive rate, which was in the best 
interest of the U.S. Government.
